They pointed out that they 
had found nothing in the communica- 
tion which could be interpreted as a 
desire to participate in the confer- 
ences on the subject of pacifying Mex- 
ico. They do not consider that Gen- 
eral Carranza has receded from 
position that caused them to withdraw 
their original invitation. They hold 
that he has not indicated a desire to 
take up internal questions. On the 
other hand, it is said that the Wash- 
ington government agrees with Gen- 
eral Carranza. Withdrawal of the in- 
vitation to him to send delegates and 
the failure of the mediators to answer 
an inquiry as to what points would be 
treated in the negotiations left Gen- 
eral Carranza in the position of not 
having anything on which he could 
act.

Almost immedi- 
ately the engines stopped, the ship 
filling and going over all the time.

I 
told the chief officer to tell the wire- 
less operator to send out distress sig- 
nals. He told me this had been done. 
I said, ‘Get the boats out as quick as 
possible. That was the last I saw of 
the chief officer. In about three to 
five minutes after that the ship turn- 
ed over and foundered. I was shot 
inte the sea myself and taken down 
with the suction.

TAKEN 10 QUEBEC, ——= 


Not Many Bodies Have} 
Been Identified — Women 
and Children  Plentiful. 
Harrowing Stories Told. 


| 

Quebec, May 30.—The bodies of a 
victims of the Empress of Ireland dis- 
aster that have been recovered were 
today placed aboard the government 
vessel Lady Grey at Rimouski eed 
transport here. The Lady Grey weeny 
| 


expected at a late hour. A mortuary 
chamber at the wharf was in readiness» 
for the bodies. Special police were on 
duty to guard the bodies and control 
the throngs. 

While preparations had been made 
for the reception of the dead, the sur- 
vivors were being well cared for. With 
the exception of about two score, most 
of them in the Rimouski hospital from 
injuries, all had been brought to this 
city yesterday. Today all those here 
had been provided with clothing and 
funds and several left for Montreal. 
Few seemed willing to continue their 
journey Europeward just now, although 
they were offered accommodations on 
the Canadian Pacific steamer Alsatian. 

One passenger died from exposure 
today at Rimouski. The victim was 
Cox Edwards, of Yokohama. 

Captain Kendall, of the Em- 
press of Ireland, still suffering 
from his injuries, remained at 
the little village, from the wharves 
of which at low tide he could see the 
funnels of his stricken ship gleaming 
above the river’s surface. 


With the Empress, it became known 
today went down $1,000,000 in silver 
bars, shipped from Cobalt to England. 
MANY BODIES 
CUT AND BRUISED. 

There is among the dead the body of 
a well dressed woman, on whose 
fingers there are diamonds. Beside 
her lay the body of one of the Em- 
press’ stewards. Many of the bodies 
are cut and bruised, some as if with 
a Knife. There are many women and 
many children, On the man Taylor’s 
body was a belt holding $2,000. 

Some wore life belts when picked 
up and of these many had died with 


their arms extended above their 
heads. 
Survivors arriving here and at 


Montreal all agree on the outstanding 
points of the disaster. It was so quick 
that there was no time for intelligent 
concerted action. Hundreds of wom- 
en, it is said, might have been saved 
had they not stopped to dress. 

Though the crew members predom- 
inated in the saved, no word of re- 
proach for them has been heard. It 
was pointed out that many were on 
deck, on duty, and that those who 
leaped after helping such passengers 
as they could were able to swim. Most 
of the first and second cabin passen- 
gers were caught in their beds by the 
rush of water. 


The dead were piled in tiers 
at Rimouski, making it possi- 
ble to closely scrutinize the 
bodies for purposes of identification. 


Few have so far been recognized, but 
this work was earnestly undertaken 
after daybreak today. There appears 
to be many foreigners among the dead, 
judging from passports found in their 
possession. 

Women and children are plentifully 
represented in the grim pile, one of 
them, a mother, with her child pressed 
to her breast. 

Those who witnessed the scene at 
Rimouski, where the sad harvest of 
the rescue ships was laid on the piers 
and sheds, say that the sight was 
heartrending. In the eyes of many of 
the dead there was an expression of 
horror; in others, puzzled surprise. 
There was but little attempt to cover 
the bodies and for the most part they 
lay practically as they had been taken 
out of the water, some half dressed 
and others, nearly naked. 


HARROWING TALES 
TOLD BY SURVIVORS. 


Stories of the loss of the Empress of 
Ireland brought to Quebec last night 
by the survivors gave vivid details of 
the most terrible tragedy in the annals 
of the St. Lawrence. Some compared 
the disaster to that which befell the 
Titanic, but pointed out that in the case 
of the Titanic there was time to pre- 
pare for death, while with those who 
perished on the Empress of Ireland 
there was little time for reflection or 
prayer. 

In many cases, survivors declare, 
death must have come with merciful 
swiftness and before the victims real- 
ized that their hour had struck. From 
the accounts of the saved it seems that 
soon after the ship was rammed she 
careened until her deck stood at right 
angles. She slid slowly into the depths 
and it was only possible to launch five 
boats in the brief interval before she 
finally sank. 

Captain Kendall was on the bridge 
when the collision occurred. When 
the steamer sank he was washed 
away, later to be picked up by one of 
the boats, apparently to his great re- 
gret. Thus far he has vouchsafed no 
public statement except to say that 
he would ,jhave preferred to have gone 
down with his ship. Passengers who 
observed him during the frightful few 
minutes after the ship was. struck 
speak in his praise and declare he did 
his full duty. 

Chief Officer Steed, it is stated. was 
killed by a boat falling on him while 
working to help the passengers 
escape. 

Laurence Irving, author and actor 
and son of Sir Henry Irving, accord- 
ing to survivors, died while trying to 
save his wife. Mr. and Mrs. Irving 
were last seen on deck, embracing one 
another as if in farewell. They went 


down with the ship locked each in 
the arms of the other. 
SHOUTED, “OH, GOD,

Pathetic Scenes in London and 
Liverpool — King Sends 
Message of Sympathy. 


London, May 30.—Tthe British pub- 
lic, which went home last night believ- 
ing the greater part of the passengers 


on board the Empress of Ireland had 
survived, was shocked this morning 
to learn that the loss of life exceeded 


1000 and that many of the victims 
were from the United Kingdom. 

Great crowds besieged the London 
and Liverpool offices of the company 
and anxiously scanned the lists of res- 
cued. 

There were many pitiable scenes when 
women and men who had waited many 
hours in the hope of hearing that 
friends or relatives were safe, finally 
turned away in despair. 

Message of King George. 

King George early in the morning 
sent a messenger to the EKuropean man- 
ager of the Canadian Pacific, express- 
ing his sorrow and regret at the dis- 


aster. Later he cabled to the Duke of 
Connaught, governor general of 
Canada: 


“I am deeply grieved over the awful 
disaster to the Empress of Ireland, in 
which so many Canadians lost their 
lives.

Indianapolis, May 30.—Rene Thomas, 
driving a French car, won the fourth 
annual 500-mile race on the Indian- 
apolis Motor Speedway today.

and as such [ honor them and teach 
my children to cherish them.” 

Mr. Clark referred to the “era of 
peace” as “out of sight in the distant 
future.” 

“That mythical and intangible thing 
called the balance of power in Europe,” 
said he, “is in as precarious and dan- 
gerous a position as when Louis XIV. 
and William of yrange contended for 
mastery at Steimkirk.” 

Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah. also 
spoke. Hilary Herbert, former sec- 
retary of the navy, and many promi- 
nent confederates were seated on the 
speakers’ paltform. On June 4 the 
United Confederate Veterans will un- 
veil a monument to their dead in Ar- 
lington cemetery, and the Grand Army 
of the Republic will participate. Presi- 
dent Wilson will speak on that occa- 
sion. 

At the capitol Grand Army veterans 
placed flags and flowers on the statues 
of Washington, Jefferson and others in 
the Hall of Fame. Representative 
Beall, of Texas, put large bouquets on 
the statues of General Robert E. Lee 
and U. S. Grant. A large floral wreath 
decorated the Lincoln statue. 

Two Hundred Veterans Missing. 

Chicago, May 30.—Two hundred vet- 
erans of the war between the states 
who marched in the Memorial day pa- 
rade a year ago were absent from the 
ranks today, but the graves where 
they rest were decorated by their com- 
rades for the first rime. There are 
7,000 such resting places in the eighty- 
one cemeteries.

ly in need of funds to tide over the 
year. 

Chairman W. G. Humphrey, of the 
finance committee, presented a plan to 
the cormittee in which he suggested 
that $6,500 be taken from the street 
fund; $7,500 from the money the city 
appropriated for its share in building 
the Glenn street underpass, and 310,000 
from the fund for South Pryor street 
improvement. Although members of 
the committee did not relish the idea 
of taking the street money, yet they 
aoquiesced in the face of the urgent 
appeals from the various departments, 
and offered no opposition when the 
fifth ward gave up $6,500 it had for 
the engine house. 

Kicks on Pryor Street Cut. 

Alderman C. H. Kelley, of the fifth 
ward, who is chairman of the street 
committee, and who put through the 
$15,000 for Pryor street in January, 
kicked over the scheme of the finance 
chairman by refusing to allow any 
Part of the Pryor street money to be 
touched. Alderman Kelley mustered a 
majority of the members of the com- 
mittee present at the time to his side 
of the argument, and killed the plans 
of the chairman. But Chairman Hum- 
phrey will make a minority report in 
council on Monday, and the report is 
going to stir up members as they have 
never been stirred before. 

Chairman Humphrey says that the 
finance committee must have money 
ror the June sheet. Tax receipts de- 
creased, or rather fell, $35,000 below 
the estimate of the tax assessors. Col- 
lection of delinquent taxes was not 
heavy—not a drop in the bucket. The 
money must be taken from some fund, 
whether it be the West Peachtree im- 
provement, Cherokees avenue, Spring 
street, or some other scheme, is what 
council must decide. To take $8,000 
from the street ordinary fund will 
mean that every ward in the city will 
suffer lack of street work. West 
Peachtree street has been _ started, 
Spring street is in progress, and with 
the $8,000 the finance committee ap- 
portioned in January the city has pur- 
chased the brick for Cherokee avenue. 

Chairman Humphrey believes’ that 
the second ward should give up the 
money it got in January in order that 
the departments of the city might not 
suffer, and he will urge such steps in 
his minority report. 

Will Be Short $25,000. 

“I speak advisedly when I tell you 
that the city will be short $25,000 or 
more in December,’ Chairman Hum- 
phrey said Saturday. “Il am not fight- 
ing the second ward. All I want to do 
is to put the departments in ahead 
of anything else. What is the use of 
holding to a fund of $15,900 for South 
Pryor street when the work has not 
been started. If the work is started 
in October it cannot possibly be finish- 
ed before December, and at that time 
the money will be placed back in the 
sheet. 

“Every member of council realizes 
the necessity for funds at this time. 
Most of the departments have work 
under way which must be stopped un- 
less the finance committee and council 
Provide money to keep up with im- 
provements. The fifth ward gave up 
its engine house money. On two oc- 
casions I gave back the money the 
eighth ward received for its engine 
house. 

School Board Needs $10,000. 


“The school board wants $10,000 to 
carry out its plans for the next term. 
The money must be in the June sheet 


or the school department will be handi- ! 
capped. Council has been criticised for‘ 


not keeping abreast with school prog- 
ress, yet we sit by with unspent 
money and allow conditions to remain 
as they have always been.’

Following a rather brisk session of 


‘the county executive committee Sat- 


urday afternoon, during which an ef- 
fort was made at arbitration by hav- 
ing candidates contest for the place 
in the August primaries,.the report of 
the subcommittee, composed of Albert 
Thomson, chairman; George M. Hope, 
Albert Howell and J. O. Cochran, was 
adopted. 

The committee’s report merely certt- 
fied that the recount showed Hightow- 
er to have 4,211 votes against Turner's 
4,191, or a majority of 20 votes for 
Hightower. 

Committeeman Charies [I Branan 
opposed the committee taking action 
which would give Hightower the nom- 
ination. He offered a resolution urg- 
ing the committee to put itself on 
record as not declaring either of the 
candidates the nominee, and providing 
for the appointment of a committee 
to frame rules for a “run-over”’ contest 
in August. The effect of the resolu- 
tion would have been to force both 
candidates into another race. 

Hightower Refuses, 


Two special committees were ap- 
pointed to confer with the candidates 
with a view of getting thelr consent 
to another contest in August. Turner 
acquiesced in each request, but High- 
tower stood on the contention that in- 
asmuch as the’ recount of the entire 
county was made on the demand of 
Turner, and inasmuch as the recount 
showed that Turner had not received 
a majority of the votes cast in the 
contest, he would demand that the 
committee give its decision in accord- 
ance with the figures. 

The first committee appointed was 
composed of Albert Howell, Charles I. 
Branan and W. P. Anderson, and the 
second committee, appointed under a 
resolution offered by Claude Mason, 
was composed of Committeemen Bell, 
Thompson and Mason. 

Committeeman Branan raised the 
point that the committee set a bad 
precedent by allowing the recount, and 
he said that if the committee went be- 
yond the election managers’ returns 
the precedent would be worse. He ar- 
gued that the committee should stand 
by the-,rules and principles of democ- 
racy, and, further, that it should not 
accept the count of the subcommittee 
as against the election managers. 


Committee Merely a Jury. 


Committeeman Howell raised the

The committee then 
proceeded to declare Hightower the 
nominee by reason of having secured 
a majority of the votes cast.

CLOSED AFTER TRIAL’

Witnesses Declare Women Sat 
in Escorts’ Laps, and That 
Couples Embraced. 


Judge Preston, acting recorder in 
the absence of Judge Broyles, Saturday 
afternoon, in police court, fined L O. 
Williams and J. J. Jarvis, managers 
of the College Inn, a restaurant on 
Auburn avenue, $50.75 each for allow- 
ing women to meet men at their res- 
taurant for the purpose of drinking 
and engaging in alleged disorderly 
conduct. 

He took the occasion to brand the 
place as a “low dive, worse than ans 
negro dive on Decatur street,” and or- 
dered that it be closed by the chief of 
police. 

According to the testimony of wit- 
nesses. women and men habitually 
met in the restaurant at night time for 
the purpose of drinking beer and en- 
gaging in disorderly conduct Wit- 
nesses stated that women had been 
seen sitting in the laps of men, and 
that men often embraced their female 
companions while drinking with them 
at the place. 

The two managers were also bound 
over for running a disorderly house, 
and selling malt liquors, under bonds 
of $2300. 

At the close of the trial a court 
deputy from the municipal court pre- 
sented a warrant for the arrest of 
both Williams and Jarvis, charging 
sale of near beer without license. Bonds 
were assessed at $400 each by the at- 
tache of the municipal court 

An interesting feature of Judge Pres- 
ton's decision lies in the question if 
managers of restaurants in the city 
will be continued to permit orders for 
beer to be taken in their restaurants 
by porters of neighboring near beer 
saloons, and the beer deliveréd at the 
restaurants. 

Negro porters were in the habit of 
taking orders for beer at the College 
Inn, and returning from a near beer 
saloon, on Peachtree street, nearby 
with the orders of beer

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- BALFOUR SEES FAILURE 
OF LIFE-LONG EFFORTS 


Eloquent Speech by Former 
Premier Deploring the Con- 
summation of Home Rule. 


London, May °30.—The speech of Ar- 
thur Balfour in the recent debates in 
the house of commons on home rule, 
wherein the former leader of the &n- 
lonist party admitted the failure of his 
long life efforts toward maintenance 
of the union, was one of the most elo- 
quent in the recent history of parlia- 
ment. It had its parallel over a hun- 
dred years ago when Grattan, in his 
maiden speech. in the imperial house 
of commons, on May 13, 1813, referred 
to the Irish parliament, whose legis- 
lative independence had been achieved 
by his exertions, and whose destruc- 
tion he deplored. 

“Of that assembly,” Grattan declar- 
ed, “I have a parental recollection: I 
sat by-ther cradle, I followed her 
hearse.” 

Mr. Balfour is much in the same 
position. He is one of the last to ad- 
mit that home rule, in some form or 
another, is now inevitable. He has 
steadily fought against a Dublin par- 
liament, hoping that time would bring 
about a~.reconciliation hetween the 
people of tne two islands, and old 
quarrels would be forgotten. He is 
still bitterly opposed to home rule. and 
vet is willing to make great sacri- 
fices to avoid civil war. After a se- 
vere attack’ on what the unionists 
term “The Plot Against Wlster,” and 
particularly against Winston Churchill 
the first lord of the admiralty. whom 
he referred to as an “Agent Provoca- 
teur,” Mr. Balfour said: 

“There was a time, not so very long 
azo, as my life is measured, when T 
cherished the dream that if law was 
restored in the southern province of 
Ireland, if every grievance was re- 
moved, if every inequality was smooth- 
ed away, if every encouragement was 
Fiven to the legitimate industry, if 
every equality and more than equality 
were given to our Irish fellow-subh- 
jects, ancient memories would grad- 
ually soften, men would look forward 
as well as backward, and there would 
grow up what there ought to be be- 
tween these two islands—a common 
hope, a common loyalty, confidence in 
a common heritarce—and that all this 
might be accomplished under one par- 
liament. 

“For that I have striven: for that I 
have aPpgued in this house and out of 
it; for that I have worked weary 


hours at legislative projects and striv- 
en to accommodate legislative details 
to the needs and necessities of the 
moment. Ard, sir, if the result of all 
is that, in order that civil war may be 
avoided, with all its incalculable hor- 
rors, there is yet to be established in 
Dublin a separate parliament to the 
injury, as I personally think, 
Irish people—and not less perhaps to 
the British people—then, sir, I may be 
an object of pity to the right honor- 
able gentlemen; but he need not think 
I shall regard such a consummation 
as a triumph over my political ene- 
mies. 

“On the contrary, it is the mark of 
the failure of a life’s work, it is the 
admission that the causes for which 
I have most striven and most earnest- 
ly sought to accomoplish are fated to 
break down, and that the long labors 
spent in this house and out of it have 
not borne the fruit that I once hoped 
they might.” 


WIND OF PROJECTILES 
DEADLY 10 SOLDIERS 


Prof. Laurent Tells French 
Academy of Science of 
Several Fatal Cases. 


Paris, May 30.—Curious confirmation 
of the belief that men can be killed 
and wounded by the wind of passing 
projectiles was given in a paper by 
Professor Laurent, of Brussels, read 
recently before the French Academy 
of Science. 

M. Laurent declared that several 
cases had come under his notice dur- 
ing the Balkan wars of soldiers who 
showed symptoms of  cerebro-spinal 
disturbance, though they had no wound 
of any kind. The symptoms were 
fainting, a tingling sensation and even 
paralysis. In the more serious cases 
the victims became cataleptic. Some- 
times death resulted. In the latter 
cases autopsies were performed which 
failed to show any nervous lesions. It 
then appeared to Professor Laurent 
that the vibrations of air produced by 
the passage of a ball and the sudden 
variations of atmospheric pressure af- 
fected the nerve cells and causéd the 
phenomena of inhibition. Professor 
Laurent recalled that during the war 
in Manchuria Dr. Mastignon had also 
observed nervous inhibition produced 
by cannon balls. Since the speed of 
modern projectiles has been increased 
and they have become more iagwportant 
to warfare, Professor Laurent looks 
for a larger number of cases of the 
kind indicated during conflict.

London, May 30.—Not always, I have 
just discovered, is a prophet without 
honor in his own country. Perhaps you 
may say that this is nothing new, and 
instance Shakespeare and Stratford-on- 
Avon, but after all there is little merit 
in honoring, or exploiting, a memorv 
that is a veritable gold mine, and doubt 
has frequently been raised if, apar 
from the fact that Shakespeare spells 
dollars, and particularly American 
ones, to Stratford, thére is any real en- 
thusiasm over the bard, or the “drunk- 
en, illiterate clown,” as Sir Edwin 
Durning Lawrence so prettily calls him, 
in the town of his birth.

their names to denounce them 
as spurious, and this discovery led at 
least one yankee exile to follow in the 
footsteps of a host of his countrymen 
and take advantage of the recent East- 
er holiday to pay a first visit to Fitz- 
gerald's birthplace. 

Woodbridge, a “sleepy,” typically 
ral and typically beautiful town of 
some four thousand inhabitants, is 
slightly over two hours’ journey from 
London. During Fitzgerald's lifetime 
there he was unknown to the outside 
world, though Thackeray and Tenny- 
son admired and appreciated his work 
to the full; but, since his death, many 
buildings in the village have become a 
mecca for our traveling countrymen, 
and other literary pilgrims. A tablet 
on the uninteresting looking stone 
house on the market hill records that 
the poet lodged there, while a winding 
lane will lead you past to Boulge 
churehyvard, where he lies under the 
shade of a rose tree—grown from the 
very rose that blossoms above Omar 
Khavvam’s resting place in far-aways 
Naishapur. On your way you Will 
Farlingaye hall—that most beautiful of 
old Saffolk farmhouses, which was ten- 
anted by Fitzgerald for seven years. 
Nearby is Bredfield house, the poet's 
birthplace, and Little Grange, his last 


home.

Fitzgerald in the person of John Loder, 
a local magistrate and man of sub- 
stance, who is seldom weary of talk- 
ing of the poet.

When He Met Fitzgerald. 


“TT was only fourteen when first I 
met Fitzgerald,” he said. “He used to 
walk over from Boulge. cottage with 
his friend, Mr. Crabbe—the son of the 
poet—and I would listen to him talk- 
ing to my father. As I grew up we 
became more and more intimate, and 
latterly I visited him three times a 
week and more. Fitzgerald never saw 
newspapers, and it was through me 
that he learned of the doings of the 
outside world. One day I read in the 
press that Thackeray was dead. In the 
evening I went down to the ‘Quarter 
Deck,’ near the almshouses, which was 
his favorite walk. I told him that his 
friend had passed away, and then left 
him to his thoughts, for it was ob- 
vious that the sad tidings came as 
a great blow to him. Tall and dark, 
Fitzgerald resembled a Spanish gran- 
dee as he paced along, wearing a red 
boating cloak. Perhaps he had Span- 
ish blood in him—it was a fancy of 
mine that he was descended from 
someone who was wrecked in the Ar-

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IG BRITISH WWCOMES 
HARD HIT BY TAXATION 


Man With Capital of $5,000,- 
000 Taxed One-Third of 


His Income. 


London, May 30.—Under the new 
scheme of faxation introduced by 
David Lloyd George, chancellor of* the 
exchequer, in his budget for 1914-19, a 
man having an income from @ capital 
of $5,000,000 will have to pay one- 
third of his income in taxes. | 

In the first place he has to pay 28 
cents on every $5 in income tax; then 
he has to pay a similar amount in 
super-tax, and when he dies $1 on 
every $5 of what is left has to be paid 
for death and estate duties. The total 
is figured at just under one-third of 


the income. 

This calculation has been made by 
Sir Thomas Lever, one of the million- 
aires who will have to pay, but who 
does not object. 

“f like it,”’ he said. “In my view the 
ideal system of taxation, both local and 
imperial, is through the income tax, 
the super-tax, death duties, land tax, 
site value tax and taxation upon lux- 
uries, such as alcohol, tobacco, ete. 
Everything else free.” 

While Mr. Lloyd George has followed 
his predecessors in his system of tax- 
ation, except that he has increased the 
rate of income and super-tax and death 
duties, so that the wealthy have to pay 
the lion’s share, he has gone to other 
countries for some of his ideas. His 
taxation of site values is hased on the 
law now in vogue in British Columbia, 
while he has gone to the American in- 
come tax law for the idea of making 
money according to British subjects 
from investments abroad pay its share 
of taxation. 

In recent years British capitalists 
have made immense investments in for- 
eign countries. When the income from 
these investments was brought home 
to be spent, the government, under 
the old law, levied income tax on it; 
that is, when the government could 
discover it. But when the income was 
reinvested abroad the old law did not 
touch it. Now, Lloyd George says all 
income of British subjects resident ‘In 
the United Kingdom are estimated at 
over a billion and a half dollars, and 
from this the chancellor hopes to se- 
cure $1,250,000 this year, and double 
that amount next year. The total in- 
crease of revenue from income tax and 
death duties this year will amount to 
something like $44,000,000. 

In spite of these increases, Sir 
George Paish, editor of The Statist, 
Bays the burden of taxation is much 
smaller than it has been in modern his- 
tory. In 1880, when the expenditure 
came to $415,000,000, it was raised out 
of a national income of. $5,000,000,000. 
Now the national income:reaches the 
enormous total of $12,000,000,000, so it 
can easily stand the increased expen- 
diture. Sir George argues that Eng- 
land can bear still greater increases 
in her budget. 

“There are good grounds,” he says, 
“for believing that the income and 
wealth of this country will again dou- 
ble in another thirty years. When it 
reaches $25,000,000,000, and I have no 
doubt that it will within a generation, 
a budget of two and a half billion 
dollars will be borne more easily than 
ithe burden of a billion dollars in 


INVENTION 10 MOCK 
DECREE OF A COURT 


Berlin Admirers of Weingart- 
mer to See Him Lead Or- 


chestra in Movies. 


Berlin, May 30.—Invention is about 
to mock the decree of a Prussian court 
which some three years ago made per- 
manent an injunction restraining the 
famous Felix Weingartner from con- 
ducting an orchestra within a radius 
of 30 miles of Berlin. The local ad- 
mirers of Weingartner, who gladly 
have been making the pilgrimage to 
Furstenwalde, a city just outside the 
forbidden circle, to see their idol con- 
duct, are to see him again in Berlin 
concert halls leading an orchestra. He 
will not be present in flesh and blood, 
but by means of the cinematograph 
his animated picture will acttally di- 
rect the orchestra. 

The banishment of Weingartner came 
about through proceedings brought 
against him by Count von Hulsen- 
Haeseler, director of the Royal opera 
house, for breach of contract. Friends 
who shared his indignation suggested 
the idea of bringing the famous Ccon- 
ductor back to Berlin on a moving 
picture film, but the cinematograph 
firms declared that technical difficulties 
' of synchronization were insuperable. 
Eventually, however, experiments were 
made, employing one of the city’s well- 
known orchestras which was led by 
Weingartner'’s picture. W eingartner, 
Nikisch and other prominent conduc- 
tors witnessed the experiments, and 
declared them a complete artistic suc- 
CeSS. 

The narrow canvas is stretched over 
the conductor's stand, and the audi- 
ence sees his back, while his face is 
turned toward the orchestra, making 
the illusion complete. 

The idea makes it possible for the 
conductor himself to study his own 
picture and experiment until he se- 
cures an ideal manner of directing. 
It will also make possible for millions 
of music lovers to see the work of a 
conductor whom they might not other- 
wise see, and it will preserve for fu- 
ture generations every gestu _ of 
these masters of their art. As N th 
Savs: “What tremendous valw ‘it 
would have for this generation f ,'t 
could see and hear how Richard VW. - 
ner conducted the notable presentation 
of the ‘Ninth Symphony’ in Bayrouth 
in 1872.” 


BAD PACKING COSTLY 
10 COTTON GROWERS 


Annual Loss Estimated at $25,- 
000,000—Some Improvement, 
However Is Noted. 


London, May 30.—The advice which 
the cotton spinners of England have 
been giving American cotton planters 
to improve their methods of packing 
is beginning to bear fruit. One of 
the biggest American companies is now 
sending its cotton to England in neatly 
packed bales, thus escaping the great 
wastage that in years past has re- 
sulted from bad packing. Sir Charles 
Macara, president of the English Fed- 
eration of English Cotton Spinners, 
pleased at the progress that the move- 
ment for better packing is making. 
still finds it not so rapid as he would 
like. “Thousands of pounds,” he said. 
“will be saved every year by good 
packing, which I trust will ere long 
be the rule all over the cotton-growing 
districts of America.” 

It is estimated that $25,000,000 have 
been lost by bad packing, the American 
packers being entirely responsible.

Medical science of today 
also says, with considerable boldness, that 
more men succumb to overeating than tc 
oversmoking, though demise by the former 
route is of course more respectable.

“EDUCATING FOR PEACE.’’ 

F. J. Lyons, of the University of Texas, 
has won the $100 prize offered by the Inter. 
collegiate Peace Association of Lake Mo. 
honk, for the best oration on peace. His 
theme was “Educating for Peace.” 

It is not strange that .the committee 
on awards should have placed the prize 
with a contestant choosing this text. As 
a matter of cold fact, if ever we are to 
reap the dream of disarmament and world 
peace, it will be through education. 

All the mandates, all the fiats and epi. 
grams coined by statesmen will not turn 
humanity’s mind away from organized and 
licensed slaughter as the tribunal for the 
settlement of international disputes. Not 
even the shock of war, its tragedies, its 
bereavements, the fact that it kills off the 
best, frequently, and leaves the unfit, not 
the fearful debt with which it saddles pos- 
terity, seem to exercise a deterrent effect 
that is more than casual or temporary. 

Education is the best hope here, as it 
is the best hope in every reform that is 
basic and not superficial in its nature, be- 
ginning with the consumption of alcoholic 
liquors, touching vice and crime and climax: 
ing with wholesale butchery. 

As Dr. H. C. White, of the University of 
Georgia, president of the Georgia Peace 
Society, recently told students at that in- 
stitution, the propaganda for peace has had 
much to do with smoothing President Wil- 
son’s peace policy toward Mexico. He 
firmly believed that but for this propaganda 
during the past few years, gradually gath- 
ering momentum, we would long ago have 
invaded that country. It is the solid sub. 
stratum of sentiment for peace as against 
blood that buttressed the stand of the 
president and kept level the heads of the 
people as against the jingoes and the long 
distance warriors and the fighters-by-proxy

cation must create a broader sentiment 
that ultimately will submit all, and not 
a few, menacing issues to arbitration.

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GENTLE ART OF PROPHECY. 

One of the lighter joys of living in 
Georgia during a heated political campaign 
and this summer promises to satisfy the 
most gluttonous in that respect, is giving 
heed to the amateur political prophets that 
infest the land, including the lobbies of 
the city hotels and the country taverns and 
the country fence corners. 

The game of political prophecy is an in- 
teresting one, and everybody’s playing it. 

The man who wouldn’t dare venture a 
forecast on the weather, blatantly makes 
out a political forecast, and often proceeds 
to hazard his good money on it. 

The city man who sniffs at politics most 
of the year, button-holes his best friends 
nowadays, and “dopes out” reasons why 
so-and-so will win in the gubernatorial race, 
and why so-and-so is bound to have a walk- 
over in the senatorial race. 

Even “Little Joe” Brown, that Georgia 
replica of the Sphinx, has them guessing. 
Returned pilgrims from good old Cherokee 
are sure he will run; that he will not run; 
that he will oppose Hoke Smith; that he 
will swat “Jack” Slaton; that he will jump 
into the gubernatorial race and make the 
other aspirants sweat. 

It’s better than a three-ring circus, for 
in effect it’s a circus with as many rings 
as there are candidates. That’s what makes 
politics so fascinating, and what gives such 
zest to the game, whether the candidate 
or prophet be a rank amateur or a sea- 
soned campaigner. 

Incidentally, the prevalence of prophecy 
is healthful to the body-politic. It makes 
the layman acquainted with politics. It 
makes them study candidates and issues 
and past performances. And any influence 
of this nature is bound to stimulate good 
citizenship and vigilance in seeing that the 
country gets good public servants. 


PUBLIC BATHS FOR ATLANTA. 

Atlanta has often been called the “Chi- 
cago of the South.” Atlanta can learn a 
lesson from Chicago in the vital matter of 
providing ample public bathing and swim. 
ming facilities for its citizens. No city in 
the world makes such elaborate provision 
in this respect as Chicago, which maintains 
1,000 public baths, not to speak of the 
showers at the public disposal. There are 
twenty-two public swimming pools and ten 
public bathing beaches. If the poorest Chi- 
cagoan does not get his cooling dip often, 
it is his fault and not that of the city in 
which he pays taxes or to whose greatness 
he contributes. 

Visitors to New York and other port 
towns, and all towns on important rivers, re- 
member the many facilities for public bath- 
ing which are plentiful, and which go so far 
to minister to health and to lighten the ter- 
rors of summer. The idea of the public 
bath, as are all or most ideas based on a 
fundamental conception of the public wel- 
fare, are old. The baths of Rome and of 
Athens are historic. It was in the dark 
ages, when people went fairly dirty from 
year’s end to year’s end, and were denied 
facilities for bathing, that ignorance flour. 
ished, crime and vice waxed insolent. 

The bath is the symbol of civilization. 
Atlanta has made progress, with her pub- 
lic bathing facilities at Piedmont and Lake. 
wood, but that only scratches the surface. 
It is needful that people in summer, and 
often in winter, have access to public baths. 
There should be public showers and pools 
conveniently located throughout Atlanta, 
and it would be an excellent idea if At- 
lanta followed the example of Chicago with 
regard to baths for public schools. 

The expense of building and maintaining 
these municipal institutions need not be 
burdensome. A few thousand dollars would 
construct, equip and maintain them. The 
advantage would many times outweigh the 
expenditure. 


A WORTHY SON. 


J. P. Morgan, son of the man whom 
history probably will record as the great- 
est financier of the age in which we live, 
compels admiration when he defends the 
reputation of his dead father against the 
charges recently brought by Mr. Mellen 
before the interstate commerce commission. 
The son's statements may not carry convic- 
tion, and may impress the unbiased ob- 
server more as a special plea in abatement 
than an ungarnished narrative. But he at 
least will win respect when he enters the 
lists to defend the name of his father. 


We are too close to Mr. Morgan’s day 
to pass fair judgment upon his actions 
What may on the surface appear ques- 
tionable or to lend itself to scrupulous in- 
vestigation may, in the ripeness of time, be 
shown to be simply the crystallization of 
standards sanctified by usage yesterday 
but outlawed by the more exacting ethics 
of today. 

This much {fs certain: The methods 
that business accepted generally in the 
heyday of the elder Morgan are not apt 
quickly to prevail again in this country. 
We have awakened to the menace involved 
in trusting one man, or even several men, 
with such tremendous power as Mr. Mor- 
gan undoubtedly wielded. That awakening 
speaks in the underlying principles of 


decentralization back of the new currency 
law, and in the general burden of proof, 


which still is put on the doings of Wall 
street in the public mind, 


All of this to one side, it remains that 
the son of the man who dominated Ameri. 
can finance, and at whose bier the kings of 
the earth did homage, has done worthily 
to defend the good name of his father. It 
is easy to imagine the old man himself 
applauding such evidence of filial piety. For 
one of the leading articles in his creed was 
acceptance of the decalogue, and an im. 
portant part of that divine code is that 
one should “honor his father and his 
mother,” an injunction the younger Morgan 
has well obeyed. 
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HIDDEN TAX MILLIONS. 


It is an astounding tale of hidden millions, 
millions of taxable property values, now for 
the first time paying toll to the treasury 


of Georgia that is told elsewhere by Judge 
John C. Hart, state tax commissioner, ad- 
ministering the new tax equalization act. 


He shows that in one county alone, 
Wilkes, the tax equalization law, and its 
administration by keen local tax assessors, 


has added to the tax digest one-quarter of 
a million dollars in taxable values which 
heretofore belonged there, but which the 
slipshod laws of Georgia had previously ex- 
empted. Here is one-quarter of a million 
added to the state’s taxable wealth with- 
out injustice, hardship or ill-feeling, from 
officials or property owners. And Wilkes is 
only one of many. 

Judge Hart calls the roll of other coun- 
ties, large and small, each with their reve- 
lations of new wealth to be added to Geor- 
gia’s taxable values, most of them with- 
held in innocent ignorance and now re- 
turned for the first time in the state’s 
history. 

A significant feature of the interview 
is Judge Hart’s statement that satisfaction 
with ‘the new law is well-nigh universal; 
complaints and arbitrations so few as to be 
exceptional. 

If any Georgian doubted the wisdom and 
justice of tax equalization, here is the end 
of his doubt. 

If any Georgian doubted that the tax 
rate will be reduced by proper equalization, 
here is proof that it will be reduced and 
the state put upon a respectable, sound 
financial basis. 

Judge Hart at one stroke cites argu- 
ments that ought to remove this law from 
selfish politics and demagoguery. 

He cites reasons why every Georgian 
who wants to pay his share of state ex- 
pense, no more and no less, should ener: 
getically co-operate in the enforcement of 
the law.

We all have within 
something called poetry, 
poets.

The poet is often pre- 
sented to us as the harp through which 
passion breathes in melody. Is he not rather 
the master musician that plays upon the 
instrument of a thousand strings and sends 
welling through the soul the melody of its 
own music? The sculptor that takes cold 
marble from the quarry of the heart and 
shapes it into forms of radiant beauty? The 
painter that touches up the clouds of life’s 
dark sky and turns them into chariots of 
living light, and sets us a-singing— 

“This old world we're livin’ in 

Is mighty hard to beat; 
You get a thorn with every rose, 
But ain’t the roses sweet?” 
“The thunder comes with roll of drums 
The lightning leaps from high, 
But the rainbow is a ribbon red 
‘'Gainst the black dress of the sky.”

These verses, like 
Frank Stanton writes, 
very fine conception of 
which is to kindle the lights in life’s dark 
places by stirring the smouldering embers 
of the soul; and he does it with a skill and 
sweet naturalness that is like that of the 
lark catching a song from the sky. In my 
humble opinion, Stanton deserves even 
brighter laurels than the world has placed 
upon his brow; for never since the day of 
Bobby Burns has the world seen his equal as 
a song writer. Like the great Ayershire 
bard he received on his poetic soul, in boy- 
hood, pure impressions of country life which 
time can scarcely mar and never can ob- 
literate, and like him, too, he makes the 
vernacular of the common people a vehicle 
of the tenderest thoughts and emotions. It 
is not so much the originality as the uni- 
versality of feeling that charms us as we 
read the songs of Burns or of Stanton; in the 
former it {s the voice of the Scotch peasantry 
and every honest lord; in the latter it is the 
rich melody of the “old-time negro” and the 
kindness of every just master, chiming and 
rhyming in the spirit of “a man’s a man for 
a” thet.” 

When the Ayershire peasant “wandering 
on a foreign strand,” picks up a copy of 
Burns, it is not the author that he sees, but 
recollections of his own experiences in life 
that the poet awakens; and when a Georgia 
farmer, touring abroad, reads in The Atlanta 
Constitution Frank Stanton’s “Just From 
Georgia” songs, he sees reflected there the 
halo and the glory of his own life among the 
old red hills, or in the fertile fields where 
grow the cotton and the corn. 

Burns and Stanton. 

Burns and Stanton, each alike, have eaught 
the freshness of the forest, the perfumes of 
wild flowers, the songs of birds, and turned 
them loose in the soul of busy men and 
women weighted down by routine in bank 
and store and shop; men and women, who, 
but for the poet, might toil in vain, dupés 
of pleasure and slaves of gain. 

The author of this. criticism is not a lit- 
terateur, nor in any sense distinguished. He 
does not number among his personal friends 
any great writers——-not even the subject of 
this sketch. His intimacy with Burns and 
Stanton is limited by contact with their writ- 
ings. Both have sung their way into his 
soul. To him Stanton is as great as Burns. 
In one thing he is greater. 

Burns gave way at times to depression 
and became pessimistic; Stanton always sees 
a rift in the clouds and is ever and always 
an optimist. He does not believe that man 
was made to mourn. If he had no turkey on 
Thanksgiving day, instead of lamenting the 
fact, he would pray the Lord to take away 
his appetite. 

Some one has said “The songs a nation 
sings make more for peace and happiness 
than the laws enacted.” If this is true—and 
it is true when those songs come like flowers 
from the garden of the heart—we Georgians 
ought to encourage our children to read 
Stanton and appreciate his poetic genius with 
a pride and reverence bordering on idolatry.

NEW MILLIONS ADDED TO 


GEORGIA’S TAX VALUES BY 
THE EQUALIZATION LAW 


An astounding story of an aggregate of 
millions of dollars’ worth of -new taxable 
values unearthed by the new tax act is dis- 
closed by a remarkable statement from 
Judge John C. Hart, state tax commissioner. 

Judge Hart says: 

Statement of Tax Commissioner. 

“The information coming to tnis office 
from throughout the state {s indeed very 
Sratifying. In several counties the boards 
of equalizers and assessors have met and 
completed their work of equalization. and 
did not have a single arbitration. The re- 
Sult is, and this in some of the smaller coun- 
ties, too, valuations increased from three- 
quarters of a million to a million and a half 
dollars. I am especially pleased with a let- 
ter received this morning from a member of 
the board of equalizers of Witres county. 
The returns there indicate an increase of 
valuations of approximately a million dol- 
lars, and $250,000.00 of this increase is the 
result of property now put on the digest 
which heretofore had never been given in for 
taxation. The. balance of the increase is 
the result of equalization between the tax- 
pavers. The members’ of that board are 
Messrs. K. A. Wilheit, D. S. Standard ana J. 
H. Griffin. These gentlemen report that 
whilst the board anticipated great difficulty 
in their work of equalization, that really it 
became a work of pleasure when they real- 
ized that the taxpayers generally were anx- 
ious for a fair valuation of property and a 
just equalization amongst the taxpayers. The 
taxpayers co-operated With the board, with 
the result the work of equalization became 
a pleasure, and of great and substantial 
benefit to the state and county. 

“Another letter received this morning 
from Heard county. The board of equalizers 
in that county consists of Messrs. A. C. Ware, 
J. D. Bledsoe and H. G. Moore. Heard county 
is in the western portion of the state, un- 
traversed by railroads. It is a small county, 
but as a result of equalization there the in- 
crease is approximately three-quarters of a 
million dollars. Not an arbitration was had 
and every one satisfied. 

“Throughout the state the information 
comes that the local boards of equalizers are 
busily at work endeavoring to see that all 
property is put on the digest, and that each 
man takes his exact part of the public bur- 
den. The success of the law depends, as I 
stated the morning I first saw the equaliza- 
tion tax act, upon the class of men appointed 
on the local boards, and I urged the appoint- 
ment of men of the very highest character. 
I do not believe the state ever had a body of 
more patriotic men in its service than the 
bodv constituting the local boards of equal- 
izers and assessors. They have met the deli- 
cate situation with intelligence, with pa- 
tience, with courage, and with a patriotism 
unsurpassed. , 

“It is too soon yet for me to predict the 
probable increase of taxable values, the re- 
sult of the work of equalization and discov- 
ering heretofore unreturned property, but 
I am indulging confidently the hope that the 
state this year will discharge its current 
indebtedness of over a million dollars, and

In other words, the object of the 
law is to see that each man takes his part 
of the common burden, according to the 
ability of the man to carry it, and every 
county to take its part, be it much or little, 
according to its ability. If this is done as 
the tax equalization law contemplates, the 
state will pay her debt this vear, reduce the 
high tax rate prevailing, and become a con- 
spicuous example to the world of prosperity, 
thrift and honesty.

London, May 30.—It Is getting so that 
one is no longer surprised at hearing 
that an American, English or European 
woman either is setting out alone for, 
or just returning alone from, some 
wild, uncivilized and little known re- 
cion of the globe in which no travel- 
er’s life is safe. 

Since a Yankee woman in the person 
of Mrs. French Sheldon set the ex- 
ample by adventuring through Central 
Africa the name of the fair ones who 
have followed her example has become 
legion and the list is being increased 
every day. It seems only yesterday, in 
fact, that the papers were full of the 
adventures of Mrs. Marguerite Robey, 
another daring daughter of the Stars 
and Stripes, who played the part of a 
“medicine woman” in the heart of the 
Congo and averted war between the 
powerful and savage tribes by arbitrat- 
ing ‘twixt their respective chiefs, and 
those of Beatrice Grimshaw, amone 
the cannibals, sharks and reptiles of 
Papua. 

Since then we have had the experi- 
ences of Mrs. Amaury Talbot among 
the expert posiners and tourturers of 
the African district of which her 
husband is district commissioner, 
her husband is district commissioner, 
and seen the beautiful Countess Molitor 
setting off, almost blithely, in an at- 
tempt to cross the great desert of 
Arabia, where no European is known 
to have set foot and where almost 
certain death awaits the explorer. 

Daring Mrs. Bulstrode. 

Worthy in every respect to be classed 
with the intrepid women mentioned is 
the latest feminine traveler in wild 
places, Mrs. Beatrice Bulstrode, an 
Englishwoman, who has just return- 
ed to this country after wanderings 
that have lasted for nearly two years 
in the least known, and, to a foreigner, 
most dangerous corners of the Chinese 
empire and through Mongolian wastes 
where rarely a white woman has been 
seen before, and where extinction in a 
variety of forms has to be taken into 
account by the traveler. Her ad- 
ventures there include the discov- 
ery of what surely must be the 
most terrible form of punishment in 
the world and some of the queerest 
religious rites in existence, wanderings 
in regions infested with brigands of 
the “White Wolf’ breed and over seas 
swarming with pirates, and long and 
lonely journeyings through a land 
where civil war was raging and over 
ground that had been recently strewn 
with headless corpses. 

Tall. fair and extremely good-look- 
ing. with masses of brown hair, intel- 
ligent eyes with determination in them 
and a bearing that suggests great pla- 
cidity, balanced by a keen sense of 
humor, Mrs. Bulstrode' considerably 
surprised her interviewer by declaring 
that, far from being an experienced 
globe-trotter before she started off 
to wander far from the beaten track 
in China, she has, apart from some 
months in Canada and an intimate ac- 
quaintance with nearer Europe, travel- 
ed no further east from her native 
land than Genoa, the birthplace of an- 
other traveler not wnolly unknown to 
fame—one Christopher Columbus. 

“But China always has had a fasci- 
nation for me.” she said, “and when 
the death of my husband made me 
long to put familiar scenes behind me 
and seek distraction in change, I de- 
cided to satisfy my old craving and 
put in a few months—I planned for 
six at the beginning—in traveling 
through some of the less well-known

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parts of China, and, if it were human- 
ly possible, getting to northern Mon- 
golia by the caravan route across the 
Gobi desert.” 

How the Woman Wandered. 

So off she started in September, 19811, 
landing at Hongkong, and before the 
end of her journeyings had traveled 
the whole length of China and right 
across the flowery kingdom from 
south to north, a distance of some 
theusands of miles, not to mention 
some 700 in Mongolia. From Hong- 
kong she went by sea to Fuchow. 
Then, mostly in a sedan chair, she wan- 
dered in southern China, and had a lot 
of queer adventures. Later, on a 30- 
year-old ocean tramp, whose captain 
frankly owned her unseaworthy, the 
Englishwoman sailed once more, bound | 
this time for the mouth of the Yangste- 
Kiang, and soon became aware that the 
possibility of their being robbed and 
perhaps murdered by pirates appar- 
ently was causing her skipper keen

This time no such attack occurred, 
however, and a few days afterward 
Mrs. Bulstrode was off on her 1,200- 
mile voyage up the great river of 
China, first in her “sampan” with a 
crew of native oarsmen, and then in 
a British steamer officered by worthies 
who irresistibly suggested Cutcliffe 
Hyne’'s famous Kettle and McTodd, and 
on which she spent her first Christmas 
in China in a fashion which doubtlese 
will make an entertaining chapter in 
the chronicle of her adventures which 
Mrs. Bulstrode now proposes to write. 
Thus she penetrated west to 60 miles 
above Ichang, and then, returning to 
Hang-Kow, made her way north to 
the capital, and eventually set out 
from Pekin for southern Mongolia 
traveling in a Pekin cart and accom- 
panied by two coolies. Mrs. Bulgstrode 


had picked up only a smattering of! 
Chinese, and so during the whole of 
her wanderings among the Mongols 
the little party had to depend mainly 
on the sign language.

They believe, 
by the way, in the almost instant trans- 
migration of souls, and consequently 
are almost entirely careless of their 
dead. “They throw them out on the 
hillside,” remarked Mrs. Bulstrode, 
“where dogs and vultures promptly eat 
them. ‘What does it matter?’ they say. 
‘The body is only a new case for the 
spirit.” No doubt this is another rea- 
son why they never wash their ‘cases.’ ” 

All during her travels in Mongolia, 
Mrs. Bulstrode wore riding breeches 
and a long coat and rode astride, and 
this led to her being almost invariably 
mistaken for a man, a thing probably 
all to the good so far as her safety 
was concerned, and that now and then 
had amusing results. Being a remark- 
ably good-looking woman, she natur- 
ally made an uncommonly personable 
man, and more than once she got the 
Mongolian variety of the “glad eye.” 
At one point, too, she made quite a 
complete conquest, a most attractive 
Mongol girl, who belonged to a lama, 
falling an instant victim to her “mas- 
culine charms,” and insisting on carry- 
ing on an ardent flirtation. Referring 
to her attire, Mrs. Bulstrode remarked: 
“You trust your luck pretty much in 
Mongolia. You don’t do any undress-

Then, of course, he’d got 
me. He simply turned the key, and 
there was I securely locked in an al- 
most pitch-dark temple, the only visitor 
to the place that day, and with no 
means of getting out till the door was 
unlocked again.’’ 

It was not a pleasant situation by 
any means, but it is characteristic of 
Mrs. Bulstrode that she lost no time in 
speculating on what was going to hap- 
pen to her, but promptly began trying 
to discover how she was to escape. Two 
or three plans that seamed to promise 
well she tried, but none of them could 
be utilized. The only wavy that looked 
at all promising was to mount an in- 
ternal staircase in the temple and then 
to seale a 30-foot wall which offered 
only:the slightest assistance for such 
an undertaking. Just when things were 
literally looking rather black, however, 
the door was pushed open and a Chi- 
nese guide made an unexpected appear- 
ance, and the prisoner was free.

Berlin, May 30.—German_ sport is 
rapidly becoming Americanized. Three 
American athletic trainers are busy 
showing German athletes how to win 
the Olympic games of 1916 and now 
the kaiser himself, the crown prince 
and the heads of most of the princely 
and grand ducal houses are complain- 
ing that American trainers and jockeys 
are carrying off all the big prizes of 
the German turf. 

Of the $750,000 in stakes offered last 
year on the race courses of this coun- 
try only $140,000 was won by owners 
of noble birth. All the rest was cap- 
tured by the brand-new millionaires, 
bankers and brokers, mostly with the 
assistance of American trainers and 
riders. One, Baron von Oppenheim, of 
the famous Cologne banking family, 
with the help of Hyland, an American 
trainer, and Archibald, an American 
jockey, won more than one hundred 
purses of a total value of $250,000, 
twice the amount won by Jack Joel, 
the leading winning owner of the Eng- 
lish turf, and far in excess of any 
amount ever won before by a conti- 
nental owner. 

Despite all their efforts Germany’s 
sporting aristocrats cannot win races. 
From kaiser and crown prince down 
their stud farms and racing stables 
are failures and the hours of thought 
and tons of money they squander all go 
for naught. Newly rich men have cap- 
tured the turf; breed the best stock, 
keep the best trainers, jockeys and 
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stable boys, and win the best prizes.
